BELCHERTOWN - 
Although no vote was taken, 
the Selectboard discussed the 
Annual and Special Town 
Meetings warrant articles as 
well as the financial impact 
COVID-19 could have on the 
2021 fiscal year budget in its 
meeting on Monday. 

With the unpredictability 
of Gov. Charlie Baker’s stay- 
at-home order as well as the 
potential multi-phase process of 
reopening non-essential busi- 
nesses, the town has more unan- 
swered questions than answers 
about the impact of COVID-19 
on the town’s budget. 

Belchertown Town Manager 
Gary Brougham presented 
four budgetary articles for the 
Special Town Meeting. 

He asked the board if it 
wanted to reduce the quorum 
size this year. 

“Tf you exercise that option, 
one stipulation would be that 
any article voted in the meeting 
would be need to be limited 
to being financial in nature,” 
he said. “All four of these are 
financial in nature. Whether or

Monthly distribution scheduled for next week

BELCHERTOWN - Last week, 
an additional food distribution 
met an increased need in the com- 
munity due to COVID-19 and 
the announcement that Helping 
Hands Food Pantry Director Bob 
Stephens has found his replace- 
ments. 

The food pantry, located in 
the basement of the Belchertown 
United Church of Christ, had a 
special, interim, distribution 
event, last Thursday in the church 
parking lot. 


Stephens said the interim food 
distribution day was both due to 
‘a sense of an increased need in 
the community and an influx of 
donations.” 

“Someone, who wanted to 
remain anonymous, actually 
donated their stimulus check in 
the form of a carload of food,” 
said Stephens. 

The distribution followed a 
similar format to the previous two 
months, in that the food will be 
set up outside in the church park- 
ing lot. This will help volunteers

BELCHERTOWN —- With 
guidelines for opening the season 
again, Cold Spring Country Club 
has players back on the green 
while social distancing.

Belchertown junior winner essay of contest

BELCHERTOWN -— Senator 
Eric Lesser congratulated Benjamin 
Schrenzel, Belchertown resident 
and junior at Belchertown High 
School, during a livestream con- 
versation on his winning essay on 
Monday. 

The two discussed Schrenzel’s 
policy ideas to address student men- 
tal health and life as a high school 
student during the Coronavirus out- 
break. 

Schrenzel’s essay was selected 
out of submissions from all nine cit- 
ies and towns in the First Hampden 
and Hampshire District. 

The idea of the essay contest is 
to highlight an issue which students 
see in the community and propose 
ideas to solve them, according to 
Lesser. 

Schrenzel’s issue was mental 
health in teens. 

“The stresses of school—exces- 
sive workloads or a social scene 
that is difficult to navigate—only 
worsen these problems, leading 
to lower test scores, higher drop- 
out rates, and increased anxiety 
and depression. According to the 
DHHS, 27 percent of Massachusetts 
high school students have felt so 
‘sad or hopeless’ that they have 
stopped doing usual activities for 
two or more weeks, and that sta- 
tistic has been steadily increasing

since 2009 (CDC),” Schrenzel 
wrote. “Schools, where students 
spend hours of their day, are unfor- 
tunately ill-equipped to adequately 
help with these issues. A change 
in a student’s behavior could be 
detected by teachers very quickly; 
however, they are often too over- 
worked to notice or aren’t trained 
to properly address such conditions. 
While professionals like social 
workers could aid affected students, 
there simply aren’t enough of them.” 

One of the solutions proposed by 
Schrenzel was mental health days. 

“T wrote about mental health days, 
which would be treated like sick 


days so if someone is feeling anx- 
10us or overwhelmed, they can take 
a day off without being penalized,” 
he said in the Zoom call. “Students 
would be given time to recover and 
it would allow parents to speak with 
their child about what caused them 
to take the day off.” 

Lesser agreed, explaining that 
there is a public policy called par- 
ity — or the idea that mental health 
should be treated the same as other 
health conditions. 

He said he remembers being in 
high school and feeling left out, 
while that feeling is more in the 
faces of teens now. 


“We’re seeing this in our school 
we're seeing heightened levels of 
anxiety and heightened levels of 
mental health challenges,” Lesser 
said. He mentioned the Coronavirus 
must not be helpful for teens’ mental 
health but was hopeful for change. 
“T do think this era will be viewed as 
defining for your generation I know 
we will all rise from the challenge 
it was a straining but we came out 
stronger on the end and we recov- 
ered better than before and your 
essay 1S an example of that. We can 
fix and work on issues, so we came 
out better than we did before.”

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Ducharme joins 2020 class of Dole Caregiver Fellows 


STAFF REPORT 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — The Elizabeth Dole Foundation 
announced Lisa Ducharme of Belchertown will join its 
2020 class of Dole Caregiver Fellows — 30 military and 
veteran caregivers who have been carefully selected from 
across the country to represent those Americans caring for a 
wounded, ill or injured service member or veteran at home. 

The role of these fellows has never been more important 
as caregivers are under unprecedented stress due to the 
threat of the coronavirus. 

Ducharme serves as a caregiver for her father, Ron, who 
sustained diabetes, high blood pressure, and short-term 
memory loss as a result of his military service. 

Ducharme comes from a family with more than 200 
years of military service. For her part, Lisa served in the 
U.S. Air Force for 20 years and is the Executive Director of 
the New England Veterans Chamber of Commerce and also 
works as the Veteran & Military Services Coordinator at 
Westfield State University in addition to being a caregiver 
to her father Ron, a Vietnam veteran. 

Ron retired as a Chief Master Sergeant from the U.S. Air 
Force in 1984 and did not notice any problems until later in 
life when he was diagnosed with diabetes, high blood pres- 
sure, and short-term memory loss. 

She reached out to the VA Outreach Coordinator in late 
2016 because her father needed to travel to obtain hearing 
aids and was incurring more and more expenses. The coor- 
dinator suggested her father sign up for the VA, but he was 
rejected. 

Ducharme said she thought this didn’t make sense — her 
father, a boots-on-the-ground veteran, couldn’t get assis- 
tance while she never deployed and could receive support, 
according to a press release from the Dole Foundation. 

With help from the coordinator, she reapplied for her 
father, and followed the application process until Ron 
received approval. In 2018, when individuals told him at 
the Belchertown Veterans of Foreign Wars that his diabetes 
might be related to his tour in Vietnam, Ducharme reached 
out to a friend at Disabled American Veterans (DAV) for 
help with submitting the disability package. 

Shortly after, her father’s disability rating was approved.

BCTV ready, willing and able to help community

BELCHERTOWN -— The novel 
Coronavirus has changed the way 
many people lived their lives — 
including Belchertown Community 
Television (BCTV). However, 
Managers Peg and Lew Louraine have 
faced the challenge head-on and want 
to help others during the pandemic. 

“In March, before the shutdown, 
it was beginning to be obvious we 
would begin social distancing and 
my wife and [ talked about what our 
approach would be,” Lew Louraine 
said. “We knew personal interviews 
were a no-go.” 

Motivated by COVID-19, meetings 
such as the Selectboard and Board of 
Health transitioned to online meetings 
and so too did BCTV. 

“We point the camera at the com- 
puter and recorded,” said Louraine. 
“With that we were doing a delayed 
broadcast.” 

BCTV recently acquired new 
equipment to allow from a live broad- 
cast from the virtual meeting, which 
was scheduled to start on Monday 
evening on Channel 193. 

“It would have been too difficult to 
cover events in person at best there 
would need to be two people, two 
cameras, we’d have to have audio run 
from the cameras while social distanc- 
ing,’ Lew Louraine said. “We don’t 
have the ability to do that.” 

Upcoming events coverage includes 
candidate interviews with the two

candidates running for a position 
on the selectboard as well as coor- 
dinating coverage of the upcoming 
Memorial Day ceremony. 

An additional change was the addi- 
tion of “Curious Giraffe” program- 
ming from Amherst resident and 
musician, Dorothy Cresswell. 

“We know that families are spend- 
ing a lot of time at home together, 
so we worked with Dorothy to get 
the program on (BCTV),” said Lew 
Louraine. 

However, one silver lining is that 
the Louraines said they’ve noticed an 
increase in attendance in the online

“We’ve seen more people partici- 
pating, I don’t know how many peo- 
ple were watching on their televisions 
or online before, but usually there are 
15 to 20 people in the virtual meet- 
ing,” said Lew Louraine. 

Peg Louraine added that while 
there is no way to track viewers, she 
said she thought there were a couple 
reasons she thought there was more 
engagement online. 

“Initially, people wanted to know 
what was going on,” she said. “They 
weren’t going anywhere; they don’t 
have to drive anywhere to go to the 
meeting.” 

The Louraines were optimistic of 
the continued use of virtual meetings.

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Help for old lilacs 


hile we never did get that new picket fence 
W finished for Mother’s Day, we did attack a 
patch of lilacs that were in terrible need of 
TLC. The poor things were growing in stone and cov- 
ered in grapevine and a fair share of poison ivy. They 
really struggled last year and because of that have only 
a few buds. Once they are finished blooming we’ll cut 
them back and do our best to enrich the soil and cross 
our fingers that they will rejuvenate. If you too like 
lilacs and are in need of a refresher course on their cul- 
ture, read on. 

I find it funny that for 50 weeks out of the year this 
nondescript bush blends into the background, but then, 
for two glorious weeks in May the spotlight is all its 
own. Sure, the flowers are great, but I think that they 
are merely a vessel for the intoxicating fragrance. I 
sniff it once and I am taken back to my childhood and 
the purple lilacs that bordered our back porch. 

It is not difficult to succeed with lilacs providing you 
meet their basic requirements. Although they will sur- 
vive in shade, they will not bloom there. Plant them in 
full sun in well-drained soil, avoiding areas that puddle 
water in summer or become encased in ice in winter. 
This is not to say lilacs like a drought, they do appreci- 
ate supplemental watering during dry spells. Lilacs pre- 
fer neutral to alkaline soil. Since soils in Massachusetts 
tend to be acidic adjusting the pH with lime 1s likely to 
be necessary. 

Transplant in early spring or early fall, allowing 
a good 10 feet of space per lilac. If a hedgerow of 
like varieties is desired spacing can be reduced to six 
feet apart. While lilacs may bloom the first season 
after transplanting, it may take three years for them to 
establish and flower regularly. As soon as flowering 
is finished remove spent blossoms down to the first 
leaf. Seed formation will be halted and energy will be 
conserved and redirected to next season’s flower pro- 
duction. Since buds are set in summer it is important 
to tackle any necessary pruning soon after flowering as 
well. If pruning takes place in fall, winter, or in spring 
prior to bloom there is a good chance buds will be sac- 
rificed. 

If your lilacs have become too woody and blooms 
are sniffed by use of tippy-toes it is time for some 
rejuvenation. Start in the center of the bush at ground 
level and work out, cutting out the oldest stems. Then 
concentrate on reducing the overall height to about 8 
feet. Severely overgrown lilacs can be handled in this 
manner over a three-year period, pruning out one third 
each year. 

You can propagate your own lilacs simply by trans- 
planting a sucker from the main bush. In spring, use a 
spade to separate it, but leave it in place until the fall, 
by that time it will have grown its own roots and will be 
safe to move. 

Two diseases that affect the leaves of lilac are pow- 
dery mildew fungus and leafroll necrosis, both of 
which are more cosmetic than injurious to plant health. 
Powdery mildew appears as white blotches on the 
leaves in late summer and fall. Adequate spacing and 
regular pruning to improve air circulation may reduce 
the attack. Leafroll necrosis causes leaves to curl and 
is thought to be the result of air pollution. Some vari- 
eties are more susceptible to these diseases than others, 
keep this in mind when making your selection at the 
nursery. There are hundreds of cultivars of the Common 
Lilac (Syringa vulgaris). Single and double-flowering 
forms are available, and colors range from traditional 
lilac-purple to other shades of purple, pink, magenta 
and white.

The sandhill crane is a heron-like bird 
that is about 45 inches long. It has a dark, 
red patch on its forehead. The feathers are 
gray with some rusty-colored ones on its 
back and wings. Preening its feathers with 
iron-laden mud possibly causes this. 

Sandhill cranes form large flocks in win- 
ter and during migration. Courtship dis- 
plays are often seen during migration and 
involve graceful leaps off the ground as if 
dancing. Sandhill cranes summer on prai- 
ries and tundra. In winter, they feed on 
agricultural fields. 

West Brookfield birds 

A West Brookfield resident said she had 
“vellow” goldfinches, bluebirds, cardinals, 
red-winged blackbirds, blue jays and lots 
of woodpeckers. She has a sanctuary in her 
backyard. She said she also saw a fisher 
cat under her window and it took one of 
her chickens. She wanted to warn residents 
to keep their cats indoors due to the fisher 
cats. She also has a fox with kits. 

Barre birds 

A Barre couple took a walk and saw 
a flock of red-winged blackbirds at the 
swampy area on Gilbert Road not too 
far from the intersection of Gilbert and 
Phillipston Roads. She said, “They were 
beautiful. I had not seen a flock of them 
before.” 

Oakham resident 

I received an email from an Oakham res- 
ident. She said, “I am enjoying the birds, 
by watching them and listening to them 
sing. On nice days, I have been opening 
my windows to let the fresh air in. Today 
my windows are closed, but I can hear still 
them sing in between the wind gusts. Wow, 
the winds really picked up at noon. I hope 
we make it through this storm without any 
power outages.” She also said, “I am stay- 
ing at home, not going anywhere. Being at 
home, I am also enjoying my springtime 
flowers. Over the past month, I got to 
watch them pop up out of the ground and 
now they are blooming. I have bold bright

The different 
habitats attract many different bird varieties 
including: juncos, robins, chickadees, tuft- 
ed titmice, goldfinch, grackles, hairy wood- 
peckers, red-breasted woodpeckers, downy 
woodpeckers, pileated woodpeckers, pine 
warblers, white-breasted nuthatch, phoe- 
bes, purple finches, chipping sparrows, 
house sparrows, brown creeper, cerulean 
warbler, bluebird, red-breasted nuthatch, 
hawks, turkeys and more. He has about 
AQ turkeys in his yard from October until 
about April, then they return to the woods. 

Juncos and hummingbirds 

The last day I saw a dark-eyed junco 
was Thursday, April 23. For over a week, 
I only saw one male dark-eyed junco. Now 
that the junco headed north, I will clean 
my nectar feeder and boil sugar and water 
for the ruby-throated hummingbirds. I mix 
a one to four sugar water mix and then 
boil it to make sure all the sugar dissolves. 
Usually, I see hummingbirds around 
Mother’s Day.

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you fear, and if there are guns in the house. 
SAFELINK, the state-wide hotline, can be 
reached at 877-785-2020. 

If you have children, make sure they 
know none of what is happening 1s their 
fault. Tell them how important they are to 
you, and how you want them to stay safe. 
Make a plan for what they should do if they 
are worried. Is there a friend or neighbor 
they can call? Can you put this number in 
their phone contacts, and choose a code 
word that everyone knows means help is 
needed? Do they know to call 911 if need- 
ed? Where should they go in the apartment 
or house to stay safe? If you think they 
might tell your partner about the plan, craft 
it as a general emergency plan for cover. 

In case you need to leave suddenly, have 
a plan in place. In an emergency, when 
adrenaline is pumping through our veins, 
it can be hard to think clearly. Thinking out 
ahead of time what you will do can help. 
Domestic violence advocates are experts at 
safety planning, so consider enlisting their 
help as you plan. 

Who will you call and where will you 
go? Can you get a pay as you go phone so 
you can make some calls privately, calls 
that cannot be traced? A BHN advocate can 
help you get this kind of phone if needed. 
Remember, if your partner knows your 
passwords, they can access your calls, 
texts, emails, browser history and cloud 
storage. Learn what you can about keeping 
location trackers off and erasing things like 
text threads and browser history. Some 
abusive people install spyware on their 
partner’s devices or place location trackers 
in cars or in a purse. You can learn more at 
www.techsafety.org. 

Think about keeping your car filled with 
gas if you have one, and making copies 
of important papers like birth certificates, 
Social Security cards, car registration and 
insurance, protection orders and legal and 


financial documents. Keep these docu- 
ments in a safe place where your partner is 
unlikely to look for things. Put aside medi- 
cines, extra car keys, a few clothing items, 
a gas card, some cash and an extra phone 
if you have one. If your partner is likely to 
grab your purse to stop you from leaving, 
make sure nothing essential is in it. 

If you are afraid you will be hurt and 
cannot leave, where is the safest place in 
your house, where there are no knives or 
guns and you can’t easily be trapped? 

If you think a protective order will help, 
you can get one during COVID-19 without 
going to court. Advocates are great at walk- 
ing people through how to get an order and 
what an order can include. For example, 
you can request that guns be removed from 
the home or that your partner refrain from 
abuse while they are home. You can include 
your children and your pets in an order. 

If you’d rather, you can call the police or 
the courts directly to find out how to apply 
for an order, or call the Trial Court helpline 
at 833-912-6878. 

If you don’t plan to leave now but want 
to leave eventually, an advocate can still 
help. Many people plan for years before 
they leave. Advocates understand that leav- 
ing involves weighing significant trade-offs 
like facing poverty or homelessness, losing 
your or your child’s support system, or 
even losing your faith community. Some 
people don’t leave until they find a job, get 
job training, or find an affordable place to 
move to. An advocate can help with long- 
term planning and will understand that you 
know best when and if it is time to leave. 

Remember, abuse is never the fault 
of the person who is abused. Everyone 
deserves to be safe, no matter what.

use the carts. 

“We have some seniors who can’t 
walk as well and there are some parts 
of this course that are hilly,’ Wright 
said. “We sanitize every cart and 
only allow one rider at a time.”

GRANBY -— For Granby res- 
ident and Baystate Emergency 
Room Nurse, Sarah Murphy, 
helping people has been part of 
her nature since she was a child. 
However, no amount of prepara- 
tion could have readied her for 
COVID-19. 

Her mother, Erin Murphy, said 
nominated her daughter to be a 
hometown hero because despite 
being “thrown into the mix of car- 
ing for those who are very sick 
and dying,” she is proud of her 
daughter and all she does. 

“I’m so grateful for her and I 
want her to know she’s appreci- 
ated,’ Erin Murphy said. “She’s 
helping people, seeing life and 
death in front of her. She has to 
go back and forth between rooms 
and change every time — it’s a lot 
of work and it’s heart wrenching.” 

Sarah Murphy has been work- 
ing as a nurse for about two and a 
half years. 

During the pandemic, she said 
some of the challenges go against 
a nurse’s nature. 

“When we have to go see a 
patient, we have to stop gown 
up and put on all these (personal 


protection equipment) and then 
enter the room — it goes against 
our nature,” she said. “It’s hard 
to gown up knowing we’re deal- 
ing with this invisible enemy. 
It’s challenging doing what we 
have to do as nurses and trying to 
maintain our own safety.” 

She said this experience has 
been “eye opening” in that people 
in the field “learn to appreciate 
chaos.” 

She said she misses all of the 
things she did working in an 
emergency room prior to COVID- 
19. 

“A lot has changed for her not 
only being thrown in the mix of 
caring for those who are very 
sick and to her own life by being 
ostracized for safety from her par- 
ents, siblings and her normal life 
in general,” Erin Murphy said. 
“Sarah was supposed to be getting 
married in August, but as you can 
guess, all that will be cancelled 
until she and her state are in the 
clear.” 

While having to reschedule her 
wedding “sucks,” Sarah Murphy 
said her, and her fiancé are still 
together and “‘it’ll just happen at a 
later date.” 

Erin Murphy said her daughter 
has been compassionate all of her

“When she was in sixth grade, 
she got nominated for a Florence 
Nightingale award for taking care 
of her class while everyone was 
sick on a whale watch,” Murphy 
said.

Updates from the 
MRF Advisory Board 


STAFF REPORT 


REGION -— As an essential service, the two western 
Massachusetts regional recycling facilities owned by the 
Commonwealth and operated by Waste Management 
Recycles America, remain open, accepting deliver- 
ies and processing material with safety precautions 
in place. A few pandemic-related materials can cause 
problems, if included in recycling bins. A complete list 
of what can be recycled can be found on the Springfield 
Materials Recycling Facility (MRF) website at www. 
springfieldmrf.org. 

Personal protective equipment, such as plastic gloves 
and face masks, are not recyclable and must be placed 
in the trash. 

Sanitizing wipes are not recyclable and must go in the 
trash. “Flushable” wipes and any other type of wipes 
should be placed in the trash, not flushed down the to1- 
let. All types of wipes are clogging the systems at waste- 
water treatment plants and personal septic systems. 
Wipes must always go into the trash. 

When placing household trash on the curb for pickup, 
or bringing to a municipal transfer station, please tie up 
trash bags securely. 

During the stay-at-home advisory period, some resi- 
dents are cleaning out and de-cluttering garages, base- 
ments, closets and home offices. 

The Springfield MRF Advisory Board’s “What Do 
I Do With...?” provides information on hundreds of 
items for how to properly dispose or reuse or recycle. 
This A-Z disposal guide can be found on the Springfield 
MRF website. 

It is suggested that residents separate items intended 
for reuse or donation into different categories, bag or 
box them, label them clearly, and store them until the 
stay-at-home advisory is over. 

Some common de-cluttering categories from our dis- 
posal guide are listed below: 

CDs, DVDs, VHS, and other electronic media are not 
acceptable in household recycling. If selling or donat- 
ing used media is not an option (some communities 
accept certain types via book donation programs), www. 
greendisk.com offers a fee-based, mail-in recycling 
option. 

Clothing and Textiles: clean and dry textiles and 
clothing can be placed in drop-off boxes for recyclers 
such as Salvation Army (easternusa.salvationarmy.org). 
Acceptable items include: all clothing and accessories 
including ripped, stained, missing buttons, mismatched 
socks, shoes and gloves; and linens such as curtains, 
bedding, towels, and stuffed animals in any condition 
except moldy or wet. Do not donate used face masks. 
Please note that thrift stores are currently closed, but

Golf courses allowed to open, carts for those in need

After more than a month of 
waiting, a sigh of relief has come 
over at least one sport as Gov. 
Charlie Baker lifted the ban on 
golf courses. Golf courses were 
able to open up last Thursday 
after Baker took heat for being 
the only state in the country not to 
allow golfing. 

Two golf courses in central 
Massachusetts, one of them being 
Wachusett Golf Course, was set 
to re-open despite the governor’s 
ban, but Baker lifted it before 
owners could defy him. 

His move was not made with- 
out restrictions, many of which 
will slightly change how the game 
is played temporarily, such as the 
fact that flags must remain in the 
hole and flags that are hit with the 


with a lot of unpopularity was the 
banning of the golf carts, requir- 
ing that people walk from hole 
to hole. For many older golfers, 
that made the prospect of hit- 
ting the course not feasible, and 
was something that would likely 
continue to chase golf business 
to neighboring states, including 
Connecticut. 

But Sunday morning, Baker 
announced he was lifting the ban 
on carts, but only for people who 
show a physical need for them. 

According to Mass. Golf, the 
sport is a $2.8 billion business 
in the state. Because golf can be 
done with a certain level of social 
distancing, many people have 
been clamoring for the re-opening 
of courses. 


For now, with a number of 
guidelines, golfing is now pos- 
sible for all ages. Not every golf 
course has opened, but most 
private courses have made the 
decision to open. Because Baker 
allowed course to employ main- 
tenance staff during the full stay- 
at-home advisory period, most 
course were kept up and ready to 
go last Thursday when the order 
was lifted. 

Municipally-run courses can be 
opened at the discretion of the 
individual towns. Agawam Mayor 
William Sapelli immediately 
opened Agawam Municipal Golf 
Course. 

If you are thinking about head- 
ing out to the golf course, here 
are a few of the things you should 
know to play the game properly 
and safely under state guidelines: 
All golfers must maintain proper 


social distancing of at least 6 feet 
at all times. Groups of players are 
restricted to no more than 4 play- 
ers at one time. Tee Time Policy 
must be 15 minutes between 
groups. Golfers must stay in their 
car until 15 minutes before their 
tee time and must return to their 
car immediately following play. 
All golfers must use their own 
golf clubs. Sharing golf clubs or 
rental golf clubs is not allowed. 
These are the rules for golf 
course: Course facilities including 
but not limited to the clubhouse, 
golf shop, restaurant, bag room 
and locker room must remain 
closed. Personnel will be present 
to enforce social distancing. No 
other employees will be allowed 
to work at the recreational com- 
ponent of the golf operation. All 
staff must wear face coverings 
while on property. Members- 


only clubs can allow guests as 
determined by the security per- 
sonnel on the golf course. Private 


clubs that allow non-members 
to make reservations can do so 
at their discretion. Maintenance 
personnel are permitted to work 
on the golf course. Online and 
remote payment options must be 
utilized. Flagsticks must remain 
in the hole. Hole liners must be 
raised so picking a ball out of the 
hole doesn’t occur. Bunker rakes 
must be removed, and ball wash- 
ers must be removed or covered. 
Practice putting green, driving 
range, and chipping areas must be 
closed. Facilities must have readi- 
ly accessible hand sanitizer. 

It 1s possible these restrictions 
will receive another look as the 
state begins to re-open. Golf is 
currently the only sport being 
played in the state.

We are very grate- 
ful to the National Hockey League and its 
teams for their support and leadership in 
navigating through the challenges faced 
over the past two months. The AHL contin- 
ues to place paramount importance on the 
health and safety of our players, officials, 
staff and fans and all of their families, and 
we all look forward to returning to our are- 
nas in 2020-21.” 

The AHL’s standings — sorted by points 
percentage — and statistics as of March 
12, 2020, are considered final and official, 
and will serve as the basis for determining 
league awards for the 2019-20 season.

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mitment and dedication of our 
Baystate nurses who tirelessly 
step forward every day to care 
for so many severely ill COVID- 
19 patients,” said Klucznik.
